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FULMER’S MEASURE 


Use of Cotton Instead of Jute 
for Bagging Approved 
by House Body. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—()— 
Use of cotton instead of jute for cot- 
‘ton bale sagging was favored today 


by the house agriculture committee 
when it vo‘ed unanimously to report 
favorably the Fulmer net weight bill. 

The bill, troduced by Representa- 
tive Fulmer, democrat, South Caro- 
lina, would change the method of sell- 
ing cotton on a gross weight basis to 
a net. weight basis, and provide for 
the standar-lizing of bale coverings not 
to exceed 1. maximum tare allowance 


Fulmer said passage of the bill 
would eliminate. jute bagging, which 
has been ased for years, because of 
a 21-pound aliowance for bagging to 
farmers and a 30-pound allowance to 


| exporters. 


“This would permit the use of cot- 
ton bagging consuming around 2UU,- 
000 bales of cotton annually,” he de- 
clared. 

The bill was indorsed by M. C. Wil- 
liamson, of Lake Providence, La., pres- 
ident of the American Cotton Co-op- 
erative 
000 cotton-preducing members. 


C. D. Redwine, who identified him- | 
‘self as a Georgia farmer, said farm- 


ers had tried cotton bale coverings. 
however, anil found them not only 
three times as expensive but also less 
serviceable. 

Proposals to exempt three bales of 


Bankhead act 
tax on jute were prepared tonight by 
Senator Russell, democrat, Georgia, 
for insertion in the AAA amendments 
now before the senate. 

The three-bale exemption was ex- 
pected to meet firm opposition from 
AAA officials who contend this would 


destroy the cotton program. 


Russell said the proposal was de- 
signed to aid small farmers. 

The jute tax amendment would levy 
on jute the same processing tax as 
levied on cotton.

IS PUSHED FOR FUNDS

NASHVILLE, July 16.—(4)—New 
revenue proposals having an estimated

Although Governor McAlister, in 
his message yesterday, suggested a 
franchise tax as the way out of Ten- 
nessee’s financial troubles, he told the 
general assembly it was free to con-

A “tufnover tax” of 1 1-2 per cent 
on the groas receipts of business was 
proposed by Senator J. Arthur Atch- 
ley (Knox) in a bill introduced 
in the upper branch.

Thése excep- 
tions would be levies on gasoline, mo- 
tor vehicles, beer, estates and inherit- 
ances and income from investments. 

He estimated that a “turnover tax,” 
described as a privilege tax for doing 
business in the state, would produca 
between $30,000,000 and $40,000,000 
a year, to be divided on this basis: 

Flementary schools, $10,000,000; 
high schools, $2,500,000; Univérsity 
of Tennessee, $1,000,000; state's gen- 
eral operating fund, $5,000,000; emer- 
relief, 2,500,000; normal 
schools, $175,000 each, and any reési- 
due to be split among the state, the 
counties and the cities. 

Tax proposals offered in the house 
included: 

Levy on slot machines, starting at 
$25 for the first an 
til the rate reached $500 on each of 
more than 25 controlled by the same 
operator. 

Excise tax of 1 1-2 per cent on 
gross insurance premiums collected 
in the state. However, if an insuranee 
company had one-fourth of its assets 
invested in Tennéssee taxable prop- 
erty or in state, county or city securi- 
ties, the levy would be only 1 per 
cent. It would be reduced to three- 
fourths of 1 per cent when three- 
fourths of the company’s assets was 


/so invested. 


Tax bills previously introduced 
would levy on amusements and chain 
stores and would increase the inherit- 
ance tax in the upper brackets,

of State Hull by naming the road con- 
necting the Mammoth Cave National 
Park and the Great Smoky Moun- 
tains National Park for him.

FERA SENDS GROCERS 
1.200 CHECKS PER DAY 


Merchants Receiving Cash 
for Relief Food Vouchers 
Taken Over Counter. 


Checks are being sent out at the 
rate of 1,200 a day to Atlanta and 
Georgia grocers who have cashed food 
youchers issued by the Federal Emer- 
gency Relief Administration, it has 


been announced by Miss Louise 
Fitzsimmons, assistant relief admin- 
istrator. 

When. Georgia was federalized on 
April 19 by the Relief Administra- 
tion a delay resulted and in conse- 
quence many merchants were com- 
pelled to wait for their money. 

Now, however, only seven days 
elapses between the time a voucher 
is presented and a check is sent out, 
Miss Fitzsimmons said. This applies 
only to properly made out vouchers. 
When they are incorrectly made out 
an indefinite length of time is requir- 
ea to approve them. 

“We are working two shifts of 
clerical workers, and have sent out 
28,000 checks since April 19,” Miss 
Fitzsimmons said. “Now, they are 
going out at a rate of 1,200 a day 
and within a comparatively short time 
all merchants will have received their 
checks. ‘ 

‘However, we are receiving a large 
number of weuchers incorrectly made 
out and when that occurs we must 
first contract the relief client before 
we can approve it. This naturally re- 
sults in considerable delay.” 

The FERA ceased issuing food and 
rent vouchers to relief clients on 
June 30 and all relief workers are 
now being paid in cash, so that mer- 
chants who formerly cashed the re- 
nm vouchers are no longer asked to 
0 sO. 


FHA LOANS START BOOM 
IN BUILDING OVER U. S. 


The United States is in the midst 
of the greatest building boom in more 
than five years, according to John 
W. Millsaps, regional director of the 
Federal Housing Administration, who 
announced that more than $145,000,- 
000 in FHA insured loans have been 
made since March 16. 

The FHA insured loans totalling 
$203,168,348 for modernization and re- 
pair of all types of buildngs, for con- 
struction of new homes and for re- 
financing of existing mortgages since 
the administration was created, Mr. 
Millsaps said. However, $145,490,490 
of that amount has been loaned in the 
past four months, indicating that a 
vast amount of. building activity is in 
progress.
